drink of the Vine-tree untill that day when I ſhall drink 


it new in my Father's Kingdom : and when they had ſaid 
grace they went out. 


Now Mark ſpeaketh it thus : And as they eat, Feſus 
took bread, bleſſed, and brake it and gave it to them and 
ſaid, take, eat, this is my Body : and he took the Cup, gave 
thanks , and gave it tothem, and they all drank of it , and 
be ſaid unto them, this 1s my Blood of the New Teſtament 
which is ſhed for many : VerilyT ſay unto you Twill arink 
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no more of the fruit of the Vine , untill that day I arinkat 
new in the Kingdom of God. 

Here Matthew and Mark do agree not only in the 
matter, butalſo almoſt fully in the form of words, 


ſaving that for this word in Matth. [gave thanks} Mark 


hath this word [ bleed] which ſignifieth in this place 
all one : and whereas Mat. ſaith [ Drink ye all of this] 
Mark faith [ and they all arank of it ] and where Mat. 
ſaith [ of this fruit of the Vine] Mark leaveth out the 
word [this] and faith [| of the fruit of the Vine. ] Now 
let us ſee likewiſe what agreement in form of words 
is betwixt St. Luke and St. Paul, Luke writeth thus. 

He took Bread, gave thanks, brake it and | av tt to 
them ſaying, this is my Body, this do in Remembrance of 
me: likewiſe alſo when they had ſupp'd he took the (up 
ſaying , this Cup 3s the New-Teſtament in my Blood whith 
ts ſhed for you. 

St. Paul ſetteth forth Chriſt's Supper thus, The 
Lord Feſus in the ſame night in the which he was betrayed 
took bread and gave thanks and brake, and ſaid, take, 
eat, this is my Boay which ts broken for you , this doin 
remembrance of me. After the ſame manner he took the 
Cup when Supper was done ſaying , this Cup is the News 
Teſtament in my Blood, this do as often as you drink it in 
Remembrance of me , for as often as you (ball eat this 
Bread, and drink this Cup, you ſhall ſhew the Lords Death 
untill he come &C. 

Here where Luke faith [which is given] Paul ſaith 
[which is broken] and as Luke addeth to the words of 
Paul ſpoken of the Cup [ which zs-Jhed for you] fo like: 
wiſe Paul addeth to the words of Luke this do as often 
&s you ſhall drink it in the remembrance of me; the reſt 
that followeth in St. Paul, both there, and in the oth 
Chap. pertainerh to the right uſe and dodtrine of 
the Lord's Supper. by 
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Thus the Evangelifts & St. Paul have rehearſed the 
words and Works of Chriſt, whereby he did inſtitute 
and ordain this holy Sacrament of his blefſed Body 
and Blood to bea perpetual remembrance of himſelf 
| untill his coming again. Of himſelf, I ſay, that is 
| of his Body given for us, and of his Blood ſhed for 

the remiflion of fins. 

But in this remembrance thus ordain'd, as the 
| Author thereof is Chrift both God and Man, ſo by 
| the almighty power of God it far pafſeth all kinds of 
| Remembrance that any other man is able to make, 
either of himſelf, or of any other thing. For who- 
loever receiveth this holy Sacrament thus ordain'd 
in remembrance of Chriſt, he receiveth therewith 
either Death or Life. In thisI truſt we do all agree, 
tor St. Pazl faith of the godly receivers 2 Cor. 10th. The 
(up of bleſſung which we bleſs , ts it not the partaking or 
Fellowſhip of Chriſt s Blood? and alſo he ſaith the Bread 
which we break ( he meaneth at the Lord's Table) is 
not the partaking, or fellowſhip of Chrift's Body ? 
now the partaking of Chriſt's Body and Blood unto 
the faithtull and godly, is the partaking and fellow- 
"ſhip of Lite and immortality. And again of the bad 
and ungodly receivers St. Paul as plainly ſaith thus, He 
that eateth of this Bread, and drinketh of this Cup unwor- 
thily.he is guilty of the Body and Blood of the Lord. O how 
neceſſary then is it if we love Lite and would eſchew 
Death, zo try and examin our felves before we eat of 
thic Bread, and drink of this Cup , for elſe afſuredly he 
that eat.th and drinketh unworthily , eateth and arink- 
1 eth his own damnation, becauſe he eſteemed not the Lords 
ſt | Pody; that is, he reverenceth not the Lords body 
þ | Withthe honour which is due unto him. And yet by 
that which was ſaid, that with the receit of the Ho- 
ly Sacramenr of the blefled Body and Blood of Chrilt 
| A 3 is 
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is received ofevery one , good or bad, either Life or 
Death ; it is not meant that they which are dead be. 
fore God , hereby may receive Life ; or the living be. 
fore God can hereby receive Death. For as none 
is meet to receive natural food whereby the natural 
life is nouriſhed except he be born , and live before, 
ſo no man can feed by the receit of this holy Sacra 
ment , of the food of erernal Lite , except he be re- 
generated, and born of God before; and on the 
other ſide, no man here receiveth damnation which 
is not dead before. 

Thus, hitherto, without all doubt, God is my 
witneſs ( I fay fo far as I know) there is no controverſy 
among them that be learn'd in the Church of Eny- 
land, concerning the matter of this Sacrament , but 
all do agree, whether they be new or old : and to ſpeak 
plain, as ſome do odiouſly call each other , whether 
they be Proteſtants, Papifts, Phariſees, or Golpellers. 
And as all do agree hitherto in the aforeſaid Do- 
Qrine, ſo all do deteſt, abhor and condemn the wick- 
ed Hereſy of the Meſſal:ans, which otherwiſe be called 
Euchits, which ſaid that the holy Sacrament can nei- 
ther do good nor harm. 

All doalſo condemn the wicked Anabaptiſts, which 
putteth no difference betwixt the Lords Table, and 
the Lords meat, and their own. 

And foraſmuch as Charity would, if it be poſſible, 
and ſo far as we may with the ſafeguard of good Con- 
ſcience, and maintenance of the Truth,to agree with 
all men, therefore methinks that it is not charitably 
done to burden any man, either new or old, farther 
than ſuch do declare themſelves to diſſent from that 
we are perſuaded to be the Truth, or pretend there 
to be controverſies whereas none ſuch are indeed, 


and ſo to multiply the debate, the which the _ 
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it doth increaſe, the farther it doth depart from the 
unity that the true Chriſtian ſhould defire. 


And again this is true, that Truth neither need- 
eth, nor will be maintain'd with lies, and it is fin 
to lie againſt the Devil, for tho by the ly thou doſk 
ſeem never ſo much to ſpeak againſt the Devil, yet in 
that thou lyeſt indeed thou workeſt the Devils work ; 
thou doeſt him ſervice, and takeft the Devils _— . 

Now then , whether they do godly and charitably, 
which either by their pen in writing, or by their 
words in mer do bear the fimple people in hand 
that thoſe which thus do teach, and believe, do go 
about to make the holy Sacrament ordain'd by Chriſt 
himſelf a rhing no better than a piece of common 
broken bread, or that do ſay, that ſuch do make this 
Sacrament of the blefſed Body and Blood of Chriſt 
but a bare ſign or figure to repreſent Chriſt, none 
otherwiſe than an Ivy-Buſh doth repreſent the Wine in 
a Tavern, oras a vile perſon gorgeouſly apparrell'd 
may repreſent a King or a Prince in a Play: Alaſs! let 
us leave lying and ſpeak the truth every, man not only 
to his neighbour , but alſo of his neighbour ; for we 
are members one of another, ſaith St. Paul. 

The controverſy no doubt which at this day trou- 
bleth the Church (wherein any mean learned man ei- 
ther old or new , doth ftand in) is not whether the 
boly Sacrament of the bleſſed Body and Blood of 
Chriſt is no better than a piece of common bread or 
to, or whether the Lords Table be no more to be 
regarded than the table of any earthly man orno, or 
viether it be a bare ſign or figure of Chriſt and no- 
thing elſe or no , for all do grant that Sr. Pauls words 
do require that the Bread which we brake is the par- 
taking of the Body of Chrift, and alſo all do grant 
him that eateth of that Bread and drinketh of _ 
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Cup unworthily, to be guilty of the Lords Death, 
and toeat and drink his own damnation, becauſe he 
eſteem'd not the Lords Body. All do grant that theſe 
words of Pau! when he ſaith | if we eat, it advanta- . 
ger us nothing , or if we eat not , we want nothing there- 
y ] are not ſpoken ofthe Lord's Table, but of other 
common meats. Thus then hitherto yet we all agree, 
but now let us fee wherein the Difſention doth ftand: . 
the underſtanding of it wherein it doth chiefly ſtand , 
isa ſtep to the true ſearching forth of the Trath, for 
who can ſeek well a Remedy it he know not before 
the Diſeaſe ? | 

It is neither to be denied nor diflembled that in 

the 'matter of this Sacrament there be divers points 
wherein men Counted to be learned cannot agree; 
as whether there be any. Tranſubſtantiation of the 
Bread or no? any corporal and carnal preſence of 
_ Chrifts Subſtance or no? whether adoration due on- 
ly unto God, is to. be done to the Sacrament or no? 
and whether Chriſts body be there indeed offered unto 
the heavenly Father by the Prieft or no ? or whether 
the evil man receiveth the natural Body of Chriſt or 
no? yet nevertheleſs, as in a man diſeaſed in divers 
parts, commonly the original cauſe of ſuch divers 
diſeaſes which are ſpread abroad in the body, do come 
from ſome one chief member, as from the ſtomach, 
or from the head; even ſo all thoſe five aforeſaid 
points do chiefly hang upon this 'one queſtion which 
is, What is the matter of the Sacrament > whether 1s 
it the natural ſubſtance of Bread , or the natural ſub- 
ſtance of Chriſts own Body. The truth of this queſti- 
on truly tryed out and agreed upon , no doubt ſhall 
ceaſe the controverſy in all the reſt. For if it be 
Chriſts own natural Body , born of the Virgin, then 


afluredly { ſeeing that all learned men in England 
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both new and old grant there to be but one ſubſtance) 
then I ſay, they muſt needs grant Tranſubſtantiati- 
on , that is, a change of the ſubſtance of bread in- 
to the ſubſtance of Chriſts body. - Then alſo they 
muſt grant the carnal and corporal preſence of Chriſts 
body. Then muſt the Sacrament be adored with the 
Honor due unto Chrift himſelf, for the unity of the 
two natures in one perſon. Then if the Prieſt do 
offer the Sacrament, he doth offer indeed Chriſt 
himſelf. And finally the murderer, the adulterer , 
and wicked man receiving the Sacrament, muſt needs 
then receive allo the natural ſubſtance of Chriſt's own 
blefſed Body both Fleſh and Blood. 

Now on the other fide, if after the truth ſhall be 
truly tryed out, it be found that the ſubſtance of the 
Bread is the material ſubſtance of the Sacrament, al- 
tho for the change of the ule , office, and dignity of 
the Bread , the Bread indeed ſacramentally is chang- 
ed into the body of Chriſt, as the water of Baptiſm is 
changed into the fountain of regeneration, and yet 
the material ſubſtance thereof remaineth all one as 
was before, It, Ifay, the true ſolution of rhat for- 
mer queſtion ( whereupon all theſe controverhes do 
hang) be, that'the natural ſubſtance of Bread is the 
material ſubſtance in the holy Sacrament of Chriſts 
body, then muſt it follow of that former propoſiti- 
on, (confeſſed of all that be named to be learned, ſo 
farasI doknow, in England, ) which is, That there 
is but one material ſubſtance in the Sacrament of the 
Body, and one only, likewiſe in the Sacrament of 
the Blood ) that there is no ſuch thing indeed and in 
truth as they call Tranſubſtantiation. For the Sub- 
ſtance of Bread remaineth ſtill in the Sacrament of the 
Body : then alſo the natural ſubſtance of Chriſts hu- 
man nature which he took of the Virgina Mary = in 
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Heaven, where it reigneth now in glory, and not here 
incloſed under the form of Bread : then that godly 
Honour which is only due unto God the Creator, and 
may not be done unto the creature without Idola- 
try, and Sacriledge, is not to be done unto the holy 
Sacrament. Then alſo the wicked, ( I mean the impe- 
nitent) murtherer, adulterer,or ſuch like, do not re- 
ceive the natural Subſtance of the blefſed body and 
blood of Chriſt. Finally then doth follow , that 
Chriſts blefled Body, which was once only offer d and 
ſhed upon the Croſs, being available for the fins of all 
the World; is offer d up no more in the natural ſub- 
ſtance thereof neither by thePrieſt,nor any otherthing. 

But here , before we go any farther to ſearch in this 
matter, and to wade to ſearch and try out, as we may, 
the truth thereof in the Scripture, it ſhall do well by 
the way -- Whether they that thus make anſwer and 
ſolution unto the former principal Queſtion, do take 
away ſimply and abſolutely the preſence of Chriſts Bo- 
dy and Blood from the Sacrament,ordained by Chriſt, 
and duely miniſtred, according to his holy Ordinance 
and Inftitution of the ſame. Undoubtedly they do 
deny That utterly, eitherſo to ſay or to mean the 
ſame: and hereof, it any mando , or will doubt, the 
Books which are written already in this matter of them 
that thus do anſwer will make the matter plain. 

Now then, will ye ſay, what kind of preſence 
will they grant, and what do they deny ? Briefly 
they deny the preſence of Chriſts Body in the natural 
ſubſtance of his human, and aſſumpr nature, and 
grant the preſence of the ſame by Grace, thatys: They 
affirm and ſay that the ſubſtance of the cara bod 
and blood of Chriſt is only remaining in Heaven \and 
ſo ſhall be until the latter day , when he ſhall come 


again in glory accompanied with the angels of Hea- 
ven 


( 1 ) | 
ven tojudge both the quick and the dead. And the 
ſame natural ſubſtance of the very Body and Blood 
of Chriſt , becauſe it is united to the divine nature in 
Chrift the ſecond perſon in the Trinity , therefore it 
hath notonly Life in itſelf, butis alſoable, and doth 
give life unto ſo w_ as be, or ſhall be partakers 
thereof; that is to all that do believe in his name, 
which are not born of blood, (as John ſaith) or of 
the will of fleſh, or of the will of man, but are born 
of God , tho the ſelf ſame ſubſtance abide ſtill in Hea- 
ven, and they, for the time of their Pilgrimage, dwell 
here upon Earth. By Grace I ſaid, that is by the 
pi of this life mentioned in Fohn, and the properties 

rthe ſame, meet for a Pilgrimage here upon Earth, 
the ſame body of Chriſt is here preſent with us. As 
tor example ; we ſay the Sun which in ſubſtance never 
removeth his place out of the Heavens , is yet preſent 
here by his Beams, Light, and natural Influence where 
it ſhineth upon the Earth : for Gods word, and his Sa- 
craments be as it were the Beams of Chrift, who is 
Sol Fuſtttie, 

Thus thou haſt heard wherein doth ftand the prin- 
cipal ſtate and chief point of all the Controverſies 
which do properly pertain unto the nature of this Sa- 
crament, As for the uſe thereof, Igrant there be ma- 
Dy other things, whereof here I have ſpoken of no- 
thing at all. 

And now, leaſt thou juſtly mayeſt complain and 
ſay,that I have in opening this matter done nothing 
. elſe but digged a'Pit, and have not ſhut it up again, 
or broken a Gap and have not made it up, or opened 
the Book, and have not cloſed it again, or elſe to call 
me what they liſt, as neutrall , Diſſcmbler, &c.There- 
fore here now I will by Gods Grace not only ſhortly, 


but alſo ſo clearly, and plainly as Ican, make thee | 
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now to know whether of the aforeſaid two Anſwers 
to the former principall ſtate and chief point doth 
like me beſt. Yea and alſo I will hold all thoſe ac- 
curſed which in this matter, which now ſo troubles the 
Church of Chriſt, have of God receivd the Key of 
Knowledg, and yet go about to ſhut up the Doors, 
that they "Amer was will not enter in, nor ſuffer 0. 
thers that would, And as for my own part, I conſider 
both of late what cure, and charge of Souls hath bin 
' committed unto me, whereof God knoweth how ſoon 
I ſhall be called ro give an Account, and alſo now in 
this world, what peril and danger of the Laws con- 
cerning my Life I am now in at this preſent time: 
what tolly were it to difſemble with God, of whom 
aſſuredly, I look and hope by Chriſt to have everlaſt- 
ing life. Seing that ſuch, charge and danger both 
before God and man do compaſs me in round about 
onevery fide, therefore God willing , I will frankly 
and freely utter my mind: and tho my body be Cap- 

tive , yet my Tongue and my Pen, as long as I may, 
: ſhall freely ſet forth that which undoubtedly I am per- 
{waded to be the Truth of Gods word. And yet will 
Idoit under this Proteſtation ( call me a Proteſtant 
who liſt, I do not paſs thereof) my Proteſtation 
ſhall be this that my mind is, and ever ſhall be, God 
willing, to ſet forth fincerely the true ſenſe and 
meaning, to the beſt of my underſtanding , of God's 
moſt holy word, and not to decline from the ſame, 
either by fear of worldly danger, or elſe for hope of 
gain. Ido proteſtalſo due obedience and ſubmiſli- 
on of my judgment in this my writing , and in all 0- 
ther mine affairs,unto thoſe of Chriſts Church which be 
truly learned in Gods holy word, and guided by his 
Spirit. After this Proteſtation , I do plainly affirm, 


and ſay, that the ſecond anſwer made unto the chief 
Queſtion 
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Queſtion and principal point I am perſwaded to be 
the very true meaning and ſenſe of Gods holy word : 
That is, that the natural Subſtance of Bread and 
Wine is the true material ſubſtance of the holy Sa- 
crament of the blefled Body and Blood of our Saviour 
Chrift : and the places of Scripture whereupon this * 
my Faith is grounded be theſe, both concerning the 
Sacrament of the Body , and alſo of the Blood. Firſt 
let us repeat the beginning of the Inſtiturion of the 
Lords Supper, wherein all the three Evangeliſts and 
St. Paul do agree ſaying ---- That Feſus took Bread,gave 
thanks , brake, and gave it to the Diſciples , ſaying --- 
Take, Eat, this ts my Body. Hers it appeareth plain- 
ly that Chriſt called very Bread his Body. For that 
which he took was very Bread. In this all mendo a- 
ee; and that which he took , after he had given thanks, 
e brake, and that which he took and brake, he gave it 
to bis Diſciples , and that which be took , brake, and gave 
tobis Diſciples , he ſaid himſelf of it ---- This 2s my 
Body. So it appeareth plainly, that Chrift called ve- 
ry Bread his Body: But very Bread cannot be his ve- 
ry Body in very Subſtance thereof, therefore it muſt 
needs have another meaning, which meaning appear- 
eth plainly what it is by the next ſentence that follow- 
eth immediately both in Luke, and in Paul,and that is 
this -- Do this 3n remembrance of me; whereupon it 
ſeemeth unto me to be evident, that Chriſt did take 
Bread and called it his Body, for that he would inſti- 
tute thereby a perpetual Remembrance of his Body : 
ſpecially of that fingular benefit of our Redemption, 
which he would then procure & purchaſe unto us by 
his Body upon the Croſs. But Bread retaining ſtill 
its own very natural ſubſtance may be thus by grace , 
and in a facramental fignification His Body, whereas 
elſe the very Bread which he took, brake , and gave 
B 3 _ _ them: 
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them could not be in any wiſe his natural body, for 
that were confuſion of ſubſtances , and therefore the 
very words of Chriſt , joyned to the next ſentence 
following,both enforceth us to confeſs the very bread 
to'remain ſtill, and alſo openeth unto us how that 
Bread may be, and is thus by his divine power his bo- 
dy which was given for us. 

But here I remember that I have read in ſomewri- 
ters of the contrary opinion, which do deny that 
That which Chriſt did take he brake ; For, ſay they, 
after this taking [ he bleſſed it ] as Mark doth ſpeak, 
and by his Blefling he changed the natural ſubſtance 
of the Bread into the natural ſubſtance of his Body, 
And fo, altho he took the bread , and bleſſed it, yet 
becauſe in bleſſing it he changed the ſubſtance of it, 
he broke not the bread which then was not there , but 
only the form thereof. Unto this Objefion I have 
two plain anſwers, both grounded upon Gods word. 
The one I will reherſe here, the other anſwer T will 
defer untill I ſpeak of the Sacrament of the Blood. 
Mine anſwer here is taken out of the plain words of 
St. Paul, which doth manifeſtly confound this fanta- 
ſtical invention ; firſt invented, I ween , of Pope [n- 
nocentius and after confirmed by the ſubtil ſophiſt 
Dunſe, and lately renewed now in our Days with an 
eloquent ſtile , and much fineneſs of wit. But what 
can crafty Inventions, ſubtilty in Sophiſms, Elo- 
quence or fineneſs of Wit prevail againſt the infallible 
word of God > What need we to contend and ftrive 
what thing we break, for Paul ſaith, ſpeaking un- 


doubtedly of the Lords Table -- The Bread (faith he) 


which we break, is it not the partaking or fellowſhip of the 
Lords Body? whereupon it followeth that after the 
Thankſgiving it is Bread which we break. And how 
often in the As of the Apoſtles is the Lords Supper bg: 
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aified by breaking of Bread. They did perſevere in break- 
ing of Bread, And again -- They brake Bread in every 
houſe. And again - When they were come together to break 
Bread. St. Paul who ſetteth forth moſt tully in his writ- 
ing both the doctrine and the right uſe of the Lord's 
Supper , and the Sacramental eating and drinking of 
 Chriſts Body & Blood,call'd it 5 times Bread, Bread &c. 

The ſecond Reaſon: The Sacramental Bread is 
the myſtical body, and ſo is called in Scripture x. Cor. 
Io. as it is called the natural Body of Chriſt. But 
Chrifts myſtical Body is the Congregations of the 
Chriſtians. Now no man was ever ſo fond astoſay 
that That Sacramental Bread isTranſubſtantiated,and 
changed into the ſubſtance of the Congregation. 
Wherefore no man ſhould likewiſe think or ſay that 
the Bread is Tranſubſtantiated and changed into the 
natural ſubſtance of Chrifts haman nature. But my 
mind is not here to write what may be gathered out 
of Scriptures for this purpoſe , but only to note here 
briefly thoſe which ſeem unto me to be the moſt plain 
places. "Therefore, contented to have ſpoken thus 
much of the Sacramental Bread, nowI will ſpeak a 
little of the Lords Cup. 

And this ſhall be my third argument grounded up- 
on Chriſt's own words. 

The natural ſubſtance of the Sacramental Wine re- 
maineth ftill, and is the material ſubſtance of the Sa- 
crament of the Blood of Chriſt. Therefore it is like- 
vile ſo in the Sacramental Bread. I know that he 
that is of the contrary opinion will deny the for- 
mer part of my argument. But L will prove it thus by 
the plain words of Chriſt himſelf, both in Matth.and in 
Mark. Chriſt's words be theſe, after the words ſaid up- 
on the Cup - 7 ſay unto you , ſaith Chrift, 7 will not drink 
benceforth of this fruit of the Vine-tree, untill T ſhall "_ 
| that 
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that anew in my Fathers Kingdom. Here note how 
Chriſt calleth plainly his Cup the Fruit of the Vine- 
tree : but the fruit of the Vine-tree is very natural 
Wine: wherefore the very natural ſubſtance ot the 
Wine doth remain till in the Sacrament of Chriſts 
Blood. 
And here in ſpeaking of the Lord's Cup, it cometh 
to my remembrance the vanity of [nnocentius phanta- 
tical Invention, which by Pauls words I did confute 
before.and here did promiſe ſomewhat more to ſpeak; 
and that isthus. If the Tranſubſtantiation be made 
by this word [ Bleſſed] in Mark ſaid upon the Bread, 
then ſurely ſeeing that word is not ſaid of Chriſt, (nei 
ther of any of the Evangeliſts , nor of Paul) upon the 
Cup , then there is no Tranſubſtantiation of the Wine 
at all : For where the cauſe doth fail, there cannot 
follow the Effet. But the Sacramental Bread , and 
the Sacramental Wine do both remain in their natu- 
ral Subſtance alike, and if the one be not changed, 
(as of the Sacrameanral Wine it appeareth evidently, ) 
then is there no ſuch Tranſubſtantiation in either ot 
them both. | 
All that put and affirm this change of the ſubſtance 
of Bread and Wine into the ſubſtance of Chriſt's Body 
and Blood (called Tranſubſtantiation) do alſo ſay and 
affirm this change to be made by a certain form of pre 
{ſcript words n= none others: but what they be which 
make the change, eitherof the one or of the other, 
undoubtedly even they which write moſt ſincerely in 
theſe our days, almoſtconfeſs plainly that they ca0- 
not tell. Foraltho' they grant to certain old Authors, 
as Chryſoſtom and Ambroſe, that theſe words -- This 
my Body, are the words of Conſecration of the Sacra 
ment of the Body ; yet ſay they, theſe words may well 


be ſo called , becauſe they do aſſure us of the conſe- 
cra- 
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cration thereof whether it be done before theſe 
words be ſpoken or no. Burt as for this their doubt 
concerning the Sacrament of the Body I let it paſs. 
Let us vow conſider the words which pertain unto 
_—_-. This is firſt evident, that as Matthew much 
agreeth with Mark, and Luke with Paul, in form of 
words Concerning the Sacrament of the Body ; ſo in 
this Sacrament of the Cup the form of words in Mat- 
thewand Markis divers from that which is in Luke and 
Paul. The old Authors do moſt rehearſe the form of 
words in Matthew, and Mark ; becauſe, 1 ween, they 
ſeemed to them more clear : But here I would know 
whether it is not credible or no, that Luke and Paul, 
when they celebrated the Lords Supper with their 


. Congregations , that they did not uſe the ſame form 


ofwords at the Lord's Table which they wrote? Ot 
Luke, becauſe he was a Phyſitian, whether ſome will 
grant that he might be a Prieſtor no, and was able 
toreceive the order of Prieſthood ( which they ſay is 
given by vertue of theſe words ſaid by the Biſhop -Take 
thou Authority to Sacrifice for the a and Dead ) 
I cannot tell : but if they ſhould be ſo ſtraight upon 
Luke, either for his craft, orelſe forlack ot ſuch pow- 
er given unto him by vertue of the aforeſaid words , 
then I ween, both Peter and Paul are in danger to be 
depoſed of their Prieſthood ; for the craft either of 
Filding which was Peter's, or of making Tents, which 
was Pau{'s , were mot vile than the ſcience of Phy- 
lick; and as for theſe Sacramental words of the order 
of Prieſthood, to have authority to Sacrifice both tor 
the quick and the dead, Iween Peter and Paul, if 
they were both alive, were not able to prove that ever 
Chrift gave them ſuch Authority, or ever {aid any ſuch 
words unto them. But I will let Lke go, and becauſe 
Paul ſpeaketh more for him himlelt, I will reherſe 
his words, That which Ireceived of the Lord [ gave unto 
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you, for the Lord Jeſus &c. and ſo he ſetteth forth the 
whole inſtitution and right uſe of the Lords Supper ; 
now ſeeing Paul here ſaith that he received of the 
Lord that which he gave them, and that which he 
had receiv'd & given them before by word of mouth, 
now he reherſeth , and writeth the ſame in his Epi- 
ftle ; it is credible,that Paul would never have uſed this 
form of words upon the Lords Cup, except as he faith, 
he had received them of the Lord ; and that he had 
given them before, and now reherſeth the ſame in 
his Epiſtle. I truſt no man is ſo far from reaſon , but 
he will grant me that Paul did uſe the form of words 
which he writeth, let us then conhider Pauls words 
whic! he ſaith Chriſt ſpake upon the Cup , This Cup # 
the New Teſtament in my Blood; this do as often as you 
ſhall ns inremembrance of me. Here I would know 
whether that Chriſt's words ſpoken upon the Cup were 
not as mighty in work , and as effeQual in ſignificati- 
on as they that were ſpoken upon the Bread. It this 
be granted ( which1 think no man can deny ) then 
farther I reaſon thus. Bur the word [1s] in the words 
ſpoken upon the Lords bread doth mightily fignify, 
(ſay they) the change of the ſubſtance of that which 
goeth before it , into the ſubſtance of that which fol- 
loweth after; that isof the ſubſtance of bread into the 
ſubſtance of Chrifts body. Now then, when Chriſts 
words ſpoken upon the Cup be of the ſame might, and 
power both in working and ſignifying , then muſt this 
word [1s] when Chriſt ſaith this Cup [7s] the New Te- 
ſtament &c. turn the ſubſtance of the Cup into the ſub- 
ſtance of the New Teſtament. And it thou wilt fay 
that this word [/5] neither maketh, neither figni- 
fieth any ſuch change of the Cup, and that altho 
it be ſaid of Chriſt that this Cup is the New Teſta- 
ment, yet Chriſt meant no ſach change as That ; 


Marry Sr , even fo ſay I when Chriſt ſaid of the Bread 
which 
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which he took,and after thankſgiving brake, and gave- 
them ſaying take, eat , this is my Body , he meant no 
more aty ſuch change of the Bread into the ſubſtance 
of his natural Body than he meant of the change and 
Tranſubſtantiation of the Cup into the ſubſtance of 
theNewTeſtament; and if thou wilt ſay that the word 
(Cup) here in Chrifts words doth not fignity the Cup 
it ſelf, but the Wine or thing contained in the Cup, 
by a figure called Metonymia, (for that Chriſts words 
meant, and ſo muſt needs be taken) thou ſayeſt very 
well; but I pray thee by the way here note two 
things. Firſt, that this word (1s) hath no ſuch ſtrength 
or ſignification in the Lords words to make or fignity 
any Tranſubſtantiation. Secondly; That in the 
Lords words whereby he inſtituted the Sacrament of 
his Blood he uſed a Figurative ſpeech. How vain 
then is it that ſome ſay that Chriſt in DoQrine , and 
in the Inſtitution of the Sacraments, uſed no Figures, 
but all his words are to be ſtrained to their proper ſig- 
nification; when as here,neither That was in the Cup, 
nor the Cup it felt, (taking every word in its proper 
fignification ) was the New Teſtament. Thus in one 
ſentence ſpoken of Chriſt, the figure muſt help us 
wice, 

But ſome fay if we ſhall thus admit figures in Do- 
Arine , then ſhall all the Articles of our Faith by fi- 
gures and allegories ſhortly be transformed. T ay it 
5 like faalt, and even the ſame, to deny the figure 
when the place ſo requireth ; as vainly to make It a 
figurative ſpeech which is to be underſtood in irs pro- 
per eacice. The rule whereby it is known when 
the peech is figurative . and when it is none Sr. Aup. 
1n his Book de Do&#rina Chriftt lib, 3. ch. 16. giveth di- 
verſe learned Leffons,ot the which one is this - (faith 
he ) the Scripture doth ſeem to command a thing which 
C 2 75 
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7s wicked or ungodly , or to forbid a thing that Charity 
doth require, then know you that the ſpeech us figurative. 
As for example , he bringeth the ſaying of Chrilt, the 
6th of Fohn Except ye eat the fleſh of the Son of Man , and 
drink his blood, ye can have no Life in you. It ſeemeth 
tocommand a wicked orungodly thing, wheretore 
it isa figurative ſpeech, commanding to have commyu- 
nion or fellowſhip with Chriſts paſhon; and devout!y 
and wholſomly to lay up in memory that his fleſh was 
crucified and wounded for us. This Leſſon of St. Aug. 1 
have therefore the rather ſet forth, becauſe as it teach- 
eth us to underſtand that place in Fohn figuratively ; 

even ſo ſurely the ſame Leflon with the example of $t, 

Azg. Expoſition thereof, teacheth us not only by the 

ſame to underſtand Chriſts words in the inſtitution of 
the Sacrament both of his Body and of his Blood figu- 

ratively, but alſo the very true meaning and under- 

ſtanding of the ſame. Forift to command to eat the 

fleſh of the Son of man, and to drink his blood ſeem- 

eth to command an inconvenience, or an ungodly 

thing, and iseven ſo indeed if it be underſtood as 

the words do ftand in their proper fignification , and 

therefore mult be underſtood figuratively and ſpiritu- 

ally (as St. Aug. doth learnedly and godly interpret 

them) then ſurely Chriſt commanding in his laſt Sup- 

per toeat his Body and todrink his Blood, ſeemeth to 

command in ſound of words as great, and even the 

ſame inconvenience and ungodlineſs as did his words 

in the fixth Chapter of St. John; and therefore mult 

even by the ſame reaſon be likewiſe underſtood and 

expounded figuratively , and ſpiritually, and as vt. 

Aug. did the other. Whereunto the ſame expoſirion 

of St. Aug. may ſeem to be more meet, for that Chriſt 

in his Supper to the commandment of eating and 

drinking ba 
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me : which words ſurely were the Key that opened and 
revealed this ſpiritual and godly expoſition unto St. 
Aug. But I have tarried longer in ſetting forth the 
form of Chriſts words upon the Lords Cup written by 
Paul and Luke then I did intend to do. 

And yet here cometh to my remembrance the form 
of words uſed in the Latin Ma/7 upon the Lords Cup , 
whereof I do not alittle marvel what ſhould be the 
cauſe, that ſecing the Latin Maſs agreeth with the E- 
vangeliſts and Pa#l in the form of words ſaid upon the 
Bread, why in the form of words ſaid upon the Cup 
itdiffereth trom them all ; yea and addeth theſe words 
myſterium Fidet ; yea, and it they might have ſome 
good expolition , yet why it ſhould not be as well ad- 

ed unto the words of Chriſt upon the Bread as upon 
the Cup. Surely I do not fee the miſtery. And when 
Iſee in the Latine Maſs the ſacrament of the Blood a- 
buſed when it is denyed unto the Lay-man, clean 
contrary to Gods moſt certain words, tor why,I beſeech 
thee, ſhould the Sacrament of Chriſts Blood be deny- 
ed unto the Lay-Chriftian, more than to the Prieſt > 
Did not Chriſt ſhed his Blood as well for the Lay God- 
lyman, as for the Godly Prieſt > If thou wilt lay yes, 
hedid ſo, but yet the Sacrament of the Blood is not 
to be received without the offering up and ram. 
thereof unto God the Father both for the quick an 
for the dead, and no man may make oblation of 
Chriſts Blood unto God , but a Prieſt , and therefore 
the Prieſt, and that but in his Maſs only, may receive 
the Sacrament of his Blood. And call you this, Ma- 
tiers, Myſterium Fidei ? alaſs alaſs! I fear me this is 
before God myſtefium Intquitatis ; ſuch as St. Paul 
ſpeaketh of in his Epiſtle to the Theſſalontans. The Lord 
be merciful unto us, and bleſs us, and lighten his counte- 
tance upon us and be merciful unto us , that we may know 
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thy way upon earth , and among all people thy Salva- 
tion. 

This kind of Oblations ſtandeth upon Tranſubſtan. 
tiation his German-coufin, and do grow both upon 
one ground, The Lord weed out of his vineyard ſhort. 
ly that bitter root. 

To ſpeak of this Oblation, how much itis injurious 
to Chriſts Paſſion, how it cannot but with higheſt blaf 

hemy , hainous arrogancy, and intolerable pride 
be claimed of any man other then of Chriſt himſelf: 
how much and plainly it repugneth anto the mani- 
teſt words, the true ſenſe and meaning of holy Scri 
ture, in many places,” and eſpzcially in the Epiltle 
to the Hebrews; the matter is too long , and others 
havewritten 1n it at large, that my mind is now not 
to entreat thereof any further. 

. . Yet there remaineth one vain Quiddity of Dunſe in 
this matter, the which becauſe ſome that write now 
do like it ſo well that they have ſcripped it out of Dun 
ſe's duſty , and dark Terms, and prickt and painted 
it. in freſh colours of eloquent frile, and therefore 
_ deceive more except the error be warily eſchew- 
ed. - 

Dunſe (aith in theſe words of Chriſt This is my Body , 
that this Pronoun Demonſtrative, meaning the 
word (this) if you will know what it doth ſhow or de- 
moanſtrate whether the Bread that Chriſt took, or 00, 
heanſwereth no, but only one thing in ſubſtance it 
—_— whereof the nature or name ir doth not tell, 

ut leaveth that to be determined and rotd by That 
that followeth the word [#} that is by the Praediua- 
tum as the Logicians doth ſpeak ; and therefore he 
calleth this pronoun demonſtrative Individuum vagum, 
that 1s,-a wandring proper name, whereby we may 
pount out, and ſhew any one thing in ſubſtance, _ 
oever 
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ſoever it be. That this Imagination is untruly ap- 
ply'd unto thoſe words of Chriſt - this is my op. 4 b 
and the vanity thereof, may appear plainly by the 
words of Luke and Paul, ſaid upon the Cup in Matthew 
and Mark. For as upon the Bread it is ſaid of all 
this ts my Boay, ſo of Matthew and Mark it is ſaid of the 
Cup - this ts my Blood, Then if in the words -this ts 
my Body the word This be, as Dun/e calls it, a wan- 
dring name to appoint and ſhew forth any one thin 
whereof the name or nature it doth not tell, fo = 
it be likewiſe in thoſe words of Matthew and Mark 
upon the Lords Cup -th:s 7s my Blood. But in the words 
of Matthew and Mark, it fignifieth and pointeth 
out the ſame thar it doth in the Lords words upon the 
Cup in Luke, and Paul, when it is ſaid - This Cup ts the 
New Teſtament in my Blood. Therefore in Matthew and 
Merk the pronoun Demonſtrative Th# doth not wan- 
der to point one thing in ſubſtance not ſhewing 
what it is , but telleth it plainly what it is no leſs ic 
Matthew and Mark unto the Eye, then is done in Luke, 
and Pau! by putting to this word Cup both unto the 
Eye and to the Ear. For taking the Cup and demon- 
ſtrating, or ſhowing it unto his Diſciples by this pro- 
noun Demonſtrative - This, and ſaying unto them 
Drink ye all of this, it was then all one to ſay - This ts 
my Blood, as to ſay,Thu Cup i my Blood,meaning by the 
Cup,as the nature of the ſpeech doth require,the thing 
contained in the Cup. So likewiſe, without all doubt, 
when Chriſt had taken bread, given thanks,and broken 
it, and giving it to his Diſciples ſaid - Take, Eat, and ſo 
demonſtrating and ſhewing that Bread which he had 
in his Hands, to ſay then Thrs ts myBody,and to have ſaid 
s Bread is my Body is all one thing ; as it were all 
one if a man lacking a knife, 2nd going to his Oy- 
rs would fay unto another whom he ſaw to —_ two 
nives 
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Knives, Sir I pray you lend me the one of your Knives; 
were it not now all one to anſwer him Sir, hold, Twill 
lend you [this] toeat your meat, but not to open'Oy- 
ſters withall; and--- Hold, I will lend you this Knite to 
eat your ' meat, but not to open Oyſters? This 
Similitude ſerveth but for this purpoſe, to declare the 
nature of ſpeech withall, whereas the thing that isde- 
monſtrated and ſhewed is evidently perceived and 
openly known unto the Eye. But, O Good Lord? 
what wonderfull thing it is to ſee how ſome men do 
labour to teach. what is demonſtrated, and ſhewed by 
the pronoun Demonſtrative - This - in Chriſts words, 
when he ſaith--This is my Body, This is my Blood. And 
here theTranſubftantiators do not agree among them- 
ſelves, no more; than they do about the words which 
work the Tranſubſtantiation ; ſome attributing the 
work unto the word - Bened:x:t ; and the moſt part to 
[Hoc eft corpus meum.) Innocentius therefore, Duns, and 
that Se, which putteth the change in the word - Bene. 
dixit - ſay, that this word - This, was then indeed Chriſts 
Body, tho' the word did not import ſo much, but only 
one thing in ſubſtance, -which ( after Duns, now the 
Bread being gon) muſt needs be the ſubſtance of 
Chriſts Body. The other which do ſay that this 
change is made, when the whole Sentence - This is 
my Body - is fully finiſhed, and not before, cannot but 
ſay, that Chriſts Th:s did demonſtrate, and ſhew 
Bread indeed, which ſo remain'd till the Sentence was 


fully pronounced. But how can they make and ve- 


rifie Chriſts words to be true, demonſtrating the ſub- 
ſtance of Bread, and ſaying thereof - This 7s my Boy ; 
that is, as they ſay, the Natural ſubſtance of Chrilts 
Body, except they will fay, that the Verb (7s) fignir 
fieth is made, or is changed into, and then, in Chrifts 
words upon the Cup rekerſed by Luke and a 

p op 
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Cap, orthe Wine in the Cup, muſt be made, or turned 
into the New Teſtament, as was declared before. 
There be ſome amongſt the Tranſubſtantiators, which 
would} be Mediators, yea, rather Newtrals, or Ambi- 
dexters, which can ſhift on both fides; for where the 
one faith that this word This demonſtrateth the ſub- 
ſtance of Bread, the other ſaith, No, not ſo; the Bread 
is gone, and it demonſtrateth a ſubſtance which is 
Chriſts Body. - Tuſh, ſaith this third Man, Ye under- 
ſtand nothing at all ; 'They agree well enough in the 
chief point, which is the ground of all, that is this: 
Both do agree, and bear witneſs that there is Tranſub- 
fantiation. They do agree indeed in that Concluſion, 
but their proof and DoGtrine thereof do even as well 
agree together as did the falſe Witneſſes before Annas 
andCazaphar againſtChrift;or the wicked Judges tocon- 
demn Su/anne ; for they did all agree to ſpeak againſt 
Chriſt, and the wicked Judges to condemn poor Su- 
ſanna, but in the Examination of their Witneſfles they 
were found falſe, and clean contrary one to the other. 

Thus much have I ſpoken in ſearching out a ſolu- 
tion to this principal Queſtion, which was, - What 
was the Material Subſtance of rhe Holy Sacrament 
in the Lords Supper ? 

Now left I ſhould ſeem to ſet by my own Conceit 
more than is meet, T have thought good to eftabliſh 
this mine Anſwer and Opinion by the Authority and 
, DoQrine of the old Ecclefiaftical Doors; ſuch, I 
"  } mean, as were before the wicked Uſarpations of the 
See of Rome, grown ſo immeaſurably great, that not 
only with Tyrannical Power, but alſo with Corrupt 
DoQtrine it began to ſubvert Chrifts Goſpel, and ro 
turn the ſtate of the Church ſer by Chrift and his A- 
poſtles clean upfide down. And I will reherſe but few 
| of them, that is three old Writers of the Greek Church 


and three of the Latin Church, which do ſeem unto 
D me 
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me to be in this matter ſo plain, that in readingof 
them no man can be ignorant in this matter, but he 
which will ſhut up his own eyes and blindfold himſelf, 
The Greek Authors are Origen, Chry/oſtome, and Theods 
ret ; the Latin are Tertulian, St. Auguſtin, and Ge- 
lafius. And firſt let us hear the old Writers of the 
Greek Church. Origen, who lived above Twelve hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, a Man for the excellency of 
his Learning ſo highly eſteemed in Chrifts Church,that 
he was counted and judged the fingular Teacher in his 
time of Chriſts Religion ; the Contounder of Hereſies, 
the Schoolmaſter of many godly Matters, and an 
Opener of the high Myſteries in Scripture. He writ- 
ing upon the Fifteenth Chapter of St. Matthews Gof- 
pel, ſaith thus, ---- But if any thing enter into the Mouth 
zt goeth away into the Stomach and Belly, and 15 voided 
into the Draught ; yea, and that Meat which u [aniified 
by the Word of God and Prayer, as concerning the mat- 
ter thereof it goeth away into the Belly, and u avoided 
into the Draught, but for the Prayer which 1s added unto 
zt, for the proportion of the Faith, it is made profitable, 
making the mind able to perceive,and ſee that which u pro- 
fitable: for it is not the Material ſubſtance of the Bread, 
but the Word which is ſpoken upon it that us profitable to 
the Man that eateth it not unworthily, - And this 1 niean 
of the Typical and Symbolical, that is Sacramental 
Boay. 
Thus far goeth the words of Origen, wherein it is 
plain, that 0r:Zen ſpeaking here of the Lords Supper, 
doth mean and teach, that the Material ſubſtance 
thereof is received, digeſted, and avoided as the Ma- 
terial ſubſtance of other Bread and Meats is, which 
could not be, if there were no Material ſubſtance of 
Bread at all, as the Tranſubſtantiators do ſay. 
It is a World to fee the Anſwers of the Papiſts to 
this place of Origen, They ſay that this part of 0r:- 
| gen 
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gen was but ſet forth of late by Eraſmus, and therefore 
it is to be ſuſpeted. But thus may all the good old 
Anthors which lay in old Libraries, and are ſet forth 
of late, be by this reaſon rejeRted : as Clemens Alex- 
andrinus, Theodoretus , Fuſtinus, Ecclefiaſtics Hiſtoria 
| Nicephori, and others ſuch. - Another of their An- 
fwers is, that Origen was ſuſpeed to have erred in 
ſome points, and therefore Faith is not to be given to 
him in this matter. Indeed we grant that Origen in 
ſome points did err, but theſe Errors are gathered 
outand noted, both of St. Fierome and Fpiphantus, ſo 
that his Works, thoſe Errors excepted, are ſo much 
the more of Authority, And as concerning this mat- 
ter of the Lords Supper, neither they, nor yet ever 
uy other ancient Author did ever ſay that Origen 
iderr, 

Now becauſe theſe two Anſwers have been of late 
ſo confuted and confounded that they will take no 
place, therefore ſome which have written fince that 
time have forged two other Anſwers, even of the ſame 
mould, The former whereof is, -- That Or:zgen in 
this place ſpake not of the Sacramental Bread or 
Wine of the Lords Table, but of other Myſtical 
Meat, of the which St. Auguſtin maketh mention to be 
given to them that were taught the Faith before they 
yere Baptized. But Origens own words in two Sen- 
tences before reherſed, being put together, prove this 
Anſwer untrue: . For he ſaith, that he meaneth of 
that Figurative and Myſtical Body which profiterh 
them that do receive it worthily ; alluding ſo plainly 
unto St. Pauls words ſpoken of the Lords —_ that 
It is a ſhame for any Learned Man to opea his mouth 
to, the contrary. And that Bread which St. Auguſtin 
ſpeaketh of, he cannot prove that any ſuch hin 
Was uſed in Origens time ; yea, and though that coul 

proved, yet was there never Bread in any time 
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call'd a Sacramental Body, ſaving the Sacramental 
Bread of the Lords Table, which is call'd of Origen 
the Typical and Symbolical Body of Chriſt, ---- The 
ſecond of the two new found Anſwers is yet moſt 
monſtrous of all others, which is this -- Let us grant, 
ſay they, that Origen ſpake of the Lords Supper, and 
that by the matter thereof was underſtood the Ma- 
terial Subſtance of Bread and Wine; What then, 
ſay they, for tho the Material ſubſtance was once 
gone and departed by reaſon of Tranſubſtantiation 
whilſt the form of Bread and Wine did remain, yet 
now it is.no Inconvenience to ſay, that as the Mate- 
rial ſubſtance did depart at the entring in of Chriſts 
Body, under the foreſaid forms, ſo when the ſaid 
forms be deſtroyed, and do not remain, then com- 
eth again the ſubſtance of Bread and Wine : and this, 
lay they, is very meet in this Myſtery, that That 
which began with Miracle ſhall dad with a Mi- 
racle. --- But this Fancy lacketh all ground either 
of Gods Word, Reaſon, or any Ancient Writer, and 
clean Contrary to the common Rules of School Divi- 
nity, which are, that no Miracle is to be affirmed and 
put without Neceflity : And altho' for their former 
Miracle they have ſome ground, altho' it be but vain, 
yet to make this ſecond Miracle of returning of the 
Material Bread again, they have no colour at all; of 
elſe, I pray thee, ſhew me by what words of Chriſt s 
that ſecond Miracle wronght. Thus you may ſee, that 
the fleights and ſhifts which craft and wit can invent 
to wrelt the true ſenſe of Origen, cannot take place. 
- --- But now let us hear another place of Origen, ando 
let him paſs. Origen in the 11th Cap. ſup. Levit. ſaith, 
--That there is alſo, even in the four Goſpels, and not 
only in the Old Teſtament, a Letter, meaning 2 
Literal ſenſe, which killeth ; for if thou folloy, 
ſaith be, the Letter in that ſaying --- Except ye wy 
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the Fleſh of the Son of Man and drink hu Blood, &c. 
This Letter doth kill. ---- If in that place the Let- 
ter doth kill, wherein is commanded the cating of 
Chrifts Fleſh, then ſurely in thoſe words of Chriſt, 
wherein Chriſt commandeth us to eat his Body, the 
literal ſenſe thereof doth kill ; for it is no leſs Crime, 
but even the ſame, and all one in the literal ſenſe, 
tocat Chriſts Body, and to eat Chrifts Fleſh. Where- 
fore if the one doth kill, unleſs it be underſtood Figu- 
natively and Spiritually, then the other alſo doth kill 
likewiſe. 

The Papiſts anſwer is this, - Thar unto the Carnal 
man the literal ſenſe is hurtful, but not ſo to the Spi- 
ritual: As tho' to underſtand that in its proper ſenſe 
which ought to be taken Figuratively, were to the 
Carnal dangerous, and to the Spiritual not at all. 

Now to Chry/oftom, whom I bring in for my ſecond 
Author in the Greek Church. He ſpeaking againſt 
the ungodly uſing of Mans body, which after St. 
Paul ought to be kept pure and holy, as the very 
Temple of the holy Ghoſt; ſaith thus - Cap. 5. Hom.

--If itbe a fault, ſaith he, to tranſlate the hallowed Chryſot. 


Veſſels in the which is not contain'd the true Body of 
Chrift, but the Myſtery of his Body, to private uſes ; 
how much more amiſs is it to abuſe and defile the Veſ- 
ſels of our Bodies ? --- Theſe be the words of (hryſoſtom. 
But I know that here many foul ſhifts are found to- 
defeat this place. The Author, ſaith one, is ſuſpeRed : 
I anſwer, but in this place, never fault was found 
with him unto theſe our days. And whether this 
Author was John Chry{oftom himſelf, the Arch-Biſhop: 
of Conſtantinople, or no, that is not the matter, for of 

_ all it is granted, that he was a Writer of that Age, 


and a Man of great Learning, fo that it is ——_— 
that

that this which he writeth was the receiv'd Opinionof 
Learned men in his days. | 

If that ſolution will not ſerve ( ſaith another) we 
may ſay, that Chryſoſiom did not ſpeak of the Veſlels 
of the Lords Cup, or ſuch as were then us'd at the 
Lords Table, but of the Veſſel uſed in the Temple in 
the old Law. --- But here Chry/oſtom ſpeaketh of ſuch 
Veſſels wherein was that which is called the Body of 
Chriſt, altho' it was-not the true Body, ſaith he, of 
Chriſt, but the Myftery of Chriſts Body. And Eraſ- 
mus declareth plainly, that this ſaying of this Writer 
is none otherwiſe to be underſtood. 

Yet can 1, ſaith the third Papiſt, find out a fine 
and ſubtil ſolution for this place, and ſay, that Chriſts 
Body is not contained in thoſe Veſſels at the Lords 
Table as in a place, but as in a Myftery ; ---Is not 
this a pretty ſhift, and a myſtical ſolution ? But by 
the ſame Solution, then Chriſts Body is not in the 
Lords Table, nor in the Priefts Hand, nor in his Pixe, 
and ſo he is no-where ; for they will not ſay, that he 
is either here or there, as in a place. This anſwer 
pleaſeth ſo well the maker, that he himſelf, after 
that he hath plaid with it a little while, and ſhewed 
the fineneſs S his wit and eloquence therein, he is 
contented to give it over, and ſay -- That it is not 
to be thought that Chry/oſtom would ſpeak after this 
fineneſs or ſubtilty, and ſo returneth again to the ſe- 
cond anſwer for his Sheet-Anchor, which is already 
ſufficiently anſwer'd. | 

Another ſhort place of Chry/ofom 1 will reherſe, 
which ( if any 5 > ti may be heard ) in plain 
terms ſetteth forth the truth of rhis matter. Writio 
Ad Ceſarem Monachum, Before the Bread, fait 
he, be hallowed, we call it Bread, but- the Grace of 


God ſanQifying it by the means of the Prieſt, it 15 
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delivered now from the name of Bread, andefteemed 
worthy to be call'd Chriſts Body, altho the nature of 
Bread abide in it till. --- Whar can be ſaid, or taught 
more plain againſt this Error of Tranſubſtantiation, 
than to declare that the Bread abideth fo ſtill ? and 
et to this ſoplain a place, ſome are not aſhamed thus 
mefully to delude it, ſaying, -- We grant the na- 
ture of Bread remaineth ſtill thus tar, that. it may 
be ſeen, felt, and taſted, and yet the Corporal ſub- 
ſtance of the Bread therefore is gone, left two Bodies 
be confuſed together, and Chriſt ſhould be thought 
impanate. What contrariety and falſhood is in this 
aulwer, the fimple man may eaſily perceive. Is not 
this a plain Contrariety, to-grant that the nature of 
Bread remaineth ſo till, that it may be felr, ſeen, and 
taſted, and yet to ſay the Corporal ſubſtance is gone 
to avoid abſurdity of Chriſts Impanation. Or what 
manifeſt falſehood is this, ro ſay or mean, that if the 
Bread ſhould remain ftill, then muſt follow the In- 
convenience of Impanation; as though the very 
Bread could not be a Sacrament of Chriſts Body, as 
the Water is of Baptiſm, except Chrift ſhould unite 
the nature of Bread .to- his nature in unity of Per- 
lon, and make of the Bread God.. | 
Now let us hear Theodoretus, the laſt of the three 


Greek Authors. He writeth in his Dzalogue contra Eu- Theods. 
tychen, thus : --- He that called the Natural Body retus. 


Corn and Bread, and alſo named himſelt a Vine-tree, 
even he, the ſame, hath honour'd the Symboles, that 
s, the Sacramental Figure, with the name of his. 
Body and-Blood, not changing indeed the Nature it 
ſelf, but adding Grace unto the Nature. 

What can be more plainly ſaid than is this, that 
altho the Sacraments bear the name of the Body and 


Blood of Chriſt, yet is not their nature chang'd, but 
abideth 
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abideth ſtill: And where is then the Papiſts Tranſub. 
ſtantiation ? The ſame Writer in the ſecond Dialogue 
of the ſame Work, writeth yet more plainly againſt this 
Error of Tranſubſtantiation, if any thing can be ſaid 
to be more plain: For he maketh the Heretick to ſpeak 
thus againſt him that defendeth the true Dodtine, 
-whom he calleth Orthodoxus. 

As the Sacraments of the Body and Blood of our 
- Lord are one thing before the Invocation, and after 
the Invocation they be changed and made another; 
ſo likewiſe the Lords Body, (ſaith the Heretick) is, 
after the Aſſumption or Aſcenſion into Heaven, turn- 
ed into the ſubſtance of God. --- 'The Heretick mean- 
ing thereby, that Chriſt after his Aſcenſion remain- 
eth no more a Man, To this Orthodoxus anſwereth 
thus, and faith to the Heretick ; --- Thou art taken, 
ſaith he, in thine awn ſaare, for thoſe Myſtical Sym- 
bols or Sacraments, after the SanCtification, do not 
go out of their own nature, but they tarry and abide 
ſtill in their ſubſtance, figure, and ſhape, yea, and 
are ſenſibly ſeen, and groped to be the ſame they 
were before. --- At theſe words the Papiſts doftartle, 
and to ſay the truth, theſe words be ſo plain,ſo full,and 
fo clear, that they cannot tell what to ſay, but yet 
will they nor ceaſe to caft their colour over them, that 
= Truth which is ſo plainly told, ſhould not have 

ace. 
, This Author wrote, ſay they, before the Determi 
nation of the Church; as who would ſay -- Whatſo- 
ever that wicked man Irnocentius the Pope of Rome de- 
termined in his Congregations with his Monks and 
Fryers, that muſt be, for ſo D«»/e ſaith, holden for at 
Article, and for the ſubſtance of our Faith. -- Some 
do charge this Author, that he was ſuſpeed to be 4 
Neſtorian, which thing in Calcedon Council was tryed, 
and proved to be falſe, " But 
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But the fooleſt ſhift of all, and yet the beſt that 
they can find in this matter, is, -- That Theodoretus 


"underſftandeth by the word Subſtance, Accidents, and 


not Subſtance, Indeed this gloſs is like the gloſs of 
2 Lawyer upon a Decree, the Text whereot begins 
thus-- Staturmus ; that is, We Decree; The gloſs of 
the Lawyer there after maay other ſhifts - vel dic - Sta- 
tuimus - 2. e. Abrogamus ; that is - We do Decree, that 
i9-We do abrogate or diſanul. Is not this a goodly 
and a worthy gloſs ? 

_ Hitherto you have heard three Writers of the Greek 
Church, not all what they do ſay, for that were a 
Labour too great for to gather, aud too tedious for 
the Reader ; but one or two places of every ong, the 
which how plain, how clear, and how full they be 
againſt the Error of Trauſubſtantiation, I refer bere 
unto the [Judgment of the indifferent Reader. 

And now I will alſo reherſe the ſayings of other 
three old Ancient Writers of the Latzn Church, and 
lo make an end. And firſt I will begin with Tertul- 
lien, whom Cyprian, the holy Martyr, ſo highly e- 
ſteem'd, that whenſoever he would have his Book, he 
was wont to ſay, - Give us now the Maſter's, -- This 
old Writer in his fourth Book againft Marc:on the He- 
retick, ſaith - 


Jeſus made the Bread which he took and diſtri» 7erw!. 


buted to his Diſciples, his Body, ſaying, Thi # my 
Boay ; that is to ſay, (faith Tertullian) a Figure of 


07 Body. In this place it is plain, that after Ter- 


whan his Expoſition, that Chrift meant not, by cal- 

ling of Bread his Body, and the Wine his Blood, that 

either. the Bread was his Natural Body, or the Wine 

bis Natural Blood , but he call'd them his Body and 

Blood, becauſe he would inftitute them to be unto us 

Sacraments ; that is,holy Tokens and Sigus of biiony 
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| and Blood, that by them remembring, and firmly 

believing the benefits procured to us by his Body, 
which was torn and Crucified for as, and of his Blood 
which was ſhed for us upon the Croſs; And ſo with 
thanks receiving theſe holy Sacraments according to 
Chriſts Inſtitution, might by the ſame be ſpiritually 
nouriſhed and fed, to the increaſe of all Godlineſs in 
us here in our Pilgrimage and Journey wherein ye 
walk unto Everlaſting Life. 'This was undoubtedly 
Chriſt our Saviours mind, and this is Tertullzan's Ex- 
poſition, The wrangling that the Papiſts do make 
to delude this ſaying of Tertullan's, it is too far out 
. of all frame. Tertultan writeth here, ſay they, as 
none hath done either before him, or after him, 
This ſaying is too-too manifeſtly falſe ; for Origen, 
Fiilary, Ambroſe, Baſil, Gregory Naxtanzen, St, Aw 
guſtine, and other old Authors likewiſe do call the 
Sacrament a Figure of Chriſts Body. And where 
they ſay, that Tertullian wrote this when he was in 4 
heat of Diſputation with an Heretick, coveting by 
all means toovercome his Adverſaries : as who would 
ſay he would not take heed what he did ſay, and ſpe- 
Cially what he would write in ſo: high a matter, 0 
that he might have the upper hand of his Adverſary, 
Is this credible to be true in any Godly Wiſe Man? 
How much leſs then is it worthy to be thought and 
credited in a Man of ſo great a Wit, Learning, and 
Excellency as Tertullian is worthily efteem'd ever to 
have been. | 

Likewiſe this Author in his firſt Book againſt the 
ſame Heretick Marcion, writeth thus. 

God did not reje&t Bread, which is his Creature, 
for by it he hath made a Repreſentation of his Body: 
-- Now, I pray you, what is this to ſay, that Chriſt 
hath made a Repreſentation of his Body by boo 
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but that Chriſt hath inftituted and ordained Bread 


to be a Sacrament for to repreſent unto us his Body. 
Now, whether the repreſentation oft one thing by 
another, requireth the corporal preſence of the thing 
which is repreſented, or no, every man that hath 
underſtanding is able in this point ( the matter is ſo 
clear of it felt } to be a ſufficient Judge. 
The ſecond Doctor and Writer of the latin Church Aug%/- 

is St. Auguſtine, of whole Learning and Eſtimation 
Tneed not to ſpeak; for all the Church of Chriſt both 


. hath, and ever have had him for a Man of much fin- 


oY Learning, Wit, and Diligence, both in ſetting 
orth the true Doctrine of Chriſts Religion, and alſo 
in the Defence of the ſame againſt Hereticks. This 
Author, as he hath written more plenteoullly in 
other matters of our Faith, fo likewiſe in this Argu- 
ment he hath written at large in many of his Works; 
lo plainly againſt the Error of Tranſubſtantiation, 
that the Papiſts love leaſt to hear of him of all other 
Vriters, partly for his Authority, and partly becauſe 

openeth the matter more fully than any other 
Goth ; therefore I will reherſe more places of him 


| than heretofore I have done of the other. And firſt, 


What can be more plain than that which he writeth 
upon the Ninety eighth P/a/m, ſpeaking of the Sa- 
craments of the Lords Body and Blood, and reher- 7. s. 
ng, as it were, Chriſfts words to his Diſciples, after 7" ** 
IS manner : 
It us not this Body which ye do Fx that ye ſhall eat, 
nor ye ſhall not drink this Blood which the Soldiers which 
Crucify me , ſhall ſptl or jhed; I do commend unto you 
a hftery or @ Sacrament, which ſpiritually underſtood, 
ſoa give you Life, 
Now, it Chrift had no more Natural or Corporal 
Bodies but that one, which they there then proientt 
E 2 ot 


Cap, 21, 
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both heard and ſaw; and none other Natural Blood, 
but that which was in the ſame Body, an1 the which 
the Soldiers afterward did cruelly ſhed upon the 
Croſs ; and neither this Body, neither this Bluod was 
by this Declaration of St. Auguſtin either co be eaten 
or drunken, but the Myſtery thereof, ſpiritually tobe 
underſtood : Then I conclude, that the Myſtery which 
the Diſciples ſhould eat, was not the Natural Body 
of Chriſt, but a Myſtery of the ſame, ſpiritual y to be 
underftood. For, as St. Auguſtin ſaith in his Twen- 
tieth Book Contra Fauſtum, Chriſts Fleſh and Blood 
was in the Old Teſtament promiſed by Similitudes 
and Figures of their Sacrifices, and was exhibited in- 
deed and in truth upon the Croſs ; but the ſame is ce- 
lebrated by a Sacrament of Remembrance upon the 
Altar. . And in his Book De Fiae, ad Petrum, Cap. 19. 
he ſaith ; 
| That in thoſe Sacrifices ( meaning of the old Law) 
it is figuratively ſignified what then was to be given ; 
but in this Sacrifice, it is evidently ſignified what is 
already given : Underſtanding in the Sacrifice upon 
the Altar, the Remembrance and Thankſgiving tor 
the Fleſh which he offered for us, and tor the Blood 
which he ſhed for us upon the Croſs. 

Another evident and clear place wherein it appear- 
eth, that by the Sacramental Bread, which Chriſt 


| Call d his Body, he meant a figure of his _ is up- 


_ the Third P/a/m, where St, Auguſtin ſpeaketh 
tenuas. 

Chriſt did admit Fuaas unto the Feaſt in the which 
— "—_ ——_— unto his Diſciples the Figure of his 
Body. 

St. Auguſtin alſo in the 23 Epift. ad Bonifactum, 
teacheth, how Sacraments bear the name of Things 


whereof they be Sacraments, both in Baptiſm and w 
: the 
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the Lords Table ; even as we call every Good- Friday, 
the Day of Chriſts Paſſion ; every Eafter-Day, the Day 
of Chrifts Reſurretion; where 1n very deed there 
was bur one day wherein he ſuffered, and one day 
wherein he roſe: And why do we then call them ſo 
which are not ſo indeed, but becauſe they are in like 
time and courſe of che year as thole days were where- 
in thoſe things were done. 

Was Cirift, ſaith St, Auguſtin, offer d any more 
but ovce ; and he offered himſelt, and yet in a Sacra- 
ment or Repreſentation, not only every ſolemn Feaſt 
of Eaſter, but alſo every day, to the People, he is 
offered , ſo that he doth uot lie that ſaith, -- He is eve= 
ry day orier'd. For if Sacraments had no ſfimilitudes 
or likeneſs of thoſe Things whereof they be Sacra- 
meuts, they could in no wile be Sacraments ; and for 
their ſfimilitude and likeneſs, commonly they have 
the names of the Things whereot they be Sacraments 
Wherefore, as after a certain manner of ſpeech, the 
Sacrament of Chriſts Body, is Chriſts Boly ; the Sa- 
ctament of Chriſts Flood is Chriſts Blood ; ſo likewiſe 
the Sacrament of Faith 1s Faith, &c, 

Atter this manner of ſpeech, as St. Auguſtin teach- 
eth in his Queſtions Super Leviticum & contra Adaman- 
tium, -- it is ſaid, - That ſeven cars of Corn be ſeven 
years, ſeven Kyne be ſeven. years, and the Rock was 
Chriſt, Blood 'is the Soul. The which latt ſaying, 
faith St, Auguſtin in his Book Contra Adamantium, is 
underſtood to be ſpoken in a fign or figure ; for the 
Lord himſelf did not ſtick to ſay, Thi ts my Boay, 
when he gave the fign of his Body : For we muſt not 
conſider in Sacraments, (faith St. Auguſtin, contre Ma- 
ximinum. Lib. 3, cap. 22.) what they be, but what they 
do fignifie; for they be ſigns of Things, being one 
Thing in themſelves, and yet fignitying — 
| ing; 
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Thing ; for the Heavenly Bread, ( ſaith he) by ſome 
manner of ſpeech, is call'd Chriſts Body, when indeed 
it is the Sacrament of his Body. -- What can be 
more plain, or more clearly ſpoken, than are theſe 

laces of Sr. Auguſtin, if Men were not obſtinately 
—_— to maintain an untruth ? -- Yet one place more 
of St. Arguſtin will 1 alledge to this purpoſe, That 
Chrifts Natural Body is in Heaven, and not here Cor- 
porally in the Sacrament. In his 5oth Treatiſe upon 
Fohn, he ſpeaks thus of Chriſt. 

By his Divine Majeſty, by his Providence, by his 
unſpeakable and inviſible Grace, That js fulfilled 
which he ſpake ; Behold 1 am with you unto the end of 
the World : But as concerning the Fleſh which he took 
in his Incarnation, as concerning that which was. born 
of the Virgin, as concerning that which was appres 
hended by the Fews, and Crucified upon the Tree, 
and taken down from the Croſs, lapped in Linnea 
Cloths, and buried and roſe again, and appeared af- 
ter his ReſurreQion; as concerning that Fleſh, he 
ſaid, --Ye ſhall not ever have me with you. Why ſo? 
for as concerning his Fleſh, he was converſant with 
his Diſciples forty days, and they accompanying him, 
ſeeing, and not following him, he went up into Hea- 
ven, and is not here. By the preſence of his Divine 
Majeſty he did not depart. As concerning the pre- 
ſence of his Divine Majeſty, we have Chriſt ever with 
us; but as concerning the preſence of his Fleſh, he 
ſaid truly to his Diſciples - Ye ſhall not ever have me 
with you. For as Concerning the preſence of his Fleſh, 
the Church had him bur a few | ng now it holdeth 
him by Faith, tho it ſee him not. 

Thus much St. Auguſtin ſpeaketh, repeating one 
thing ſo ofr, and all to declare and teach how we 


ſhould underſtand the manner of Chriſts being on 
wi 
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with us : which is. by his Grace, by his Providence, 
and by his Divine Nature. And how he is abſent by 
his Natural Body which was born of the Virgin Mary, 
died, and roſe for us, and is aſcended into Heaven, 
and there fitteth, as is in the Article of our Faith, on 


the right hand of God, and thence, and from none 


other place, faith St. Auguſtin, ſhall come on the 
latter day, to judge the quick and the dead ; at the 
which day the Righteous ſhall chen lift up their Heads, 


and the light of Gods Truth ſhall fo ſhine, that all 


Falſchood and Errors ſhall be put to utter confuſion. 
Righteouſneſs ſhall have then the upper hand, and 
Truth, that day, ſhall bear away the Victory ; all 
the Enemies thereof quite overthrown, to be troden 
under foot for evermore. 

O Lord ! I beſeech thee, haſte this day ! then ſhalt 
thou be glorified with the glory due unto thy holy 
Name, and we ſhall fing unto thee in all joy and fe- 
licity laud and praiſe tor evermore. 

Here now would I make an end, for methinks that 
St, Auguſtin is in this matter ſo full and plain, and of 
that Authority, that it ſhould not need after this his 
Declaration, to bring you any more Authors: Yet, 
becauſe I promiſed to alledge three Writers of the 
Latin Church, 1 will now alledge, laſt of all Gelafrus, 
which was a Biſhop of Rome, but before the wicked 
Uſurpation and Tyranny thereof ſpread and burlt out 
abroad unto the World. For this Man was before 
Bonifacius, and Gregory the firſt, in whoſe days both 
corruption of DoEtrine and Tyrannical Ulſurpations 
did chiefly grow, and had the over-hand. 


* Gelaſius in an Epiſtle of the two Natures of Chriſt Geaſius, 


Contra Eutychen, writeth thus; The Sacraments of the 
Body and Blood of Chrift are Godly things, where- 


by, and by the ſame, we are made partakers of the 
Divine 
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Divine Nature, and yet nevertheleſs the ſubſtance or 
nature of Bread and Wine doth -not depart or go 
away. -- Note theſe words, I beſeech you, and cons 
fider whether any thing can be more plainly ipoken 
againſt the Error of Tranſubſtantiation, which is 
the ground and batter root whereupon iſpringeth all 
the horrible Errors before reherſed. 

Wherefore, ſeeing that the falſehood hereof doth 
appear ſo maniteſtly, and by ſo many ways, {c plain- 
ly, fo clearly, and fo fully, that no man necdeth to 
be deceived but he that will not ſee, or will not no- 
derftand ; let us all that do love the Truth embrace 
it, and forſake the Falſehood ; for he that loveth the 
Truth is of God, and the lack of the Love thereot is 
the cauſe why God ſu'tered Men to tall into Error, 
and to periſh therein. Yea, and the cauſe, as St. Paul * 
ſays, why God ſendeth unto them illuſions, that - 
believe Lies, unto their own Condemnation, becau 
they.loved not the Truth. This Truth no doubt is 
= Word, the Love and Light thereof Almighty 

od our Heavenly Father give us, and lighten itin 
our Hearts by his holy Spirit, through [eſus Chriſt our 
Lord. Amen. |

He Peace which Chriſt left to his Church, 
and to every true Member of the ſame, the 
Holy Spirit, the Guide of Gods Children, 
| be ſo ingraft in your Heart, and the 
Heart of your good Wite, and all my good Brothers 
and Siſters about you, that unfainedly you may in 
reſpet thereof, contemn all worldly peace, which 
repugneth that peace I ſpeak of, and driveth it ut- 
terly out of the hearts of all them which would 
patch them both together : For we cannot ſerve two 
Maſters.

The more part do part ſtakes with the 
Papifts and Proteſtants, ſo that they are become 
mangy Mongrels to the infeQting of all. the Com- 
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pany with them, to their no ſmall peril ; for they 
pretend outwardly Popery, going to Maſs with the 
Papilts, and tarrying with them perſonally at their 
antichriſtian and Idolatrous Service ; but with their 
Hearts, fay they, and with their Spirits, they ſerve 
the Lord: and fo by this means they ſave their Pigs, 
which they would not loſe, I mean their worldly Pelt, 
So they would pleaſe the Proteſtants, and be counted 
with them for Goſpellers, yea marry would they, 
But mine own beloved in the Lord, flee from ſuch 
perſons, as from men molt perillous and pernicious, 
both. before God and Men, for they are falſe to both, 
and true to neither.

And alafs, 
ſhall not he have the ſervice of the Body,but it muſt be 
given to ſerve the new-found God oft Antichriſt his 
Inventions ? Did not Chriſt buy both our Souls and 
Bodies? And wherewith ; with any leſs price than 
with hisPrecious Blood > Ah wretches then that we be,if 
we willdefile either part with the roſe colour d Whore 
ot Babylon her filthy Maſs Abominations. It had 
been better for us never to have been waſhed, than ſo 
to wallow our ſelves in the filthy puddle of Popery. It 
had been better never to have known the Truth, than 
thus to betray it. Surely, ſurely, let ſpch men fear 
that their latter ead be not worſe than the beginning. 
Their own Conſcience now accuſeth them betore God, 
( if ſo be they have any Conſcience) that they are but 
Difſemblers and Hypocrites to God and Man. For all 
the Cloaks they make, they cannot avoid this, but that 
their going to the Church and to Maſs is of RI 
that 
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that is, they go thicher becauſe they would avoid the 
Croſs; They go thither becauſe they would be out 
of trouble ; They ſeek neither the Queens Highneſs 
nor her Laws, ( which in this point cannot bind the 
Conſcience to obey, becauſe they are contrary toGods 
Laws, which bid us often to flee Idolatry,and worſhip- 
ping him after mens devices) They ſeek neither, [ ſay, 
the Laws, if there were any ; neither their Brothers 
Commodity, (for none cometh thereby ) neither 
Godlineſs, or good Example (for there can be none 
found in going to the Maſs, &:, but horrible offences, 
and woe to them that give them ) Burt they ſeek their 
own ſelves, their own eaſe, their eſcaping the Crols. 
When they have made all the Excuſes they can, their 
own Conſcience will accuſe them, that their going 
to Church is only becauſe they ſeek themſelves, for if 
, there would no trouble enſue for tarrying away, I 
appeal to their own Conſcience, would they come 
thither > Never, I dare ſay: Therefore, as I aid, 
they ſeek themſelves, they would not carry the Croſs, 
and hereof their own Conſcience doth accuſe them. 
Now if their Conſcience doth accuſe them at this pre- 
ſent, what will it do before the Judgment ſeat of 
Chriſt, Who will excuſe it when Chriſt ſhall appear in 
Judgment, and ſhall begin to be aſhamed of them 
then, which here now are aſhamed of him > Who, I 
ſay, then, will excuſe theſe Maſs-goſpellers Conſcience ? 
Will the Queens Highneſs? She ſhall then have more 
to do for her ſelf, than, without hearty and ſpeedy 
repentance, ſhe can ever be able to anſwer, tho' Peter, 
Paul, Mary, Fames, Fohn, the Pope, and all his Pre- 
lates take her part, with all the " Han Sir Fohns that 
ever were, are, and ſhall be, Will the Lord Chancel- 
lor and Prelates of the Realm excuſe them there ? 
Nay, nay, they are all like then to ſmart for it ſo ſore, 
7 that 
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that 1 would not be in their places for all the whole | 
World. Will the Laws of the Realm, the Nobility, | 
Gentry, Juſtice of Peace, &c. excuſe our Goſpel 
|

Maſs-mongers Conſcience then > Nay, God knoweth, 
they can do little there but fear, tremble, and quake 
. for the heavy Vengeance of God like to fall upon 
them. Will their Goods, Lands, and Poſleflions, 
which they by their difſembling have ſaved ; will 
theſe ſerve to excuſe them ? No, no, God is no Mer- 
chant, as our Maſs-Prieſts be. Will Mafles or Tren- 
tals, and ſuch Traſh ſerve ? No verily, the hunters of 
this Geer ſhall be then horribly aſhamed. Will the 
Catholick Church excuſe f Nay, it will moſt of all 
accuſe; as will all the good Fathers, Patriarchs, 
Apoſtles, Prophets, Martyrs, Confeflors, and Saints, 
with all the good Doors, and good General Coun- 
ci'ss All theſe already condemn the Maſs, and all, 
that ever uſe ir, as it is now ; being of all Idols that 
ever was, the moſt abominable and blaſphemous to 
'Chiriſt and his Prieſthood, Manhood, and Sacrifice: 
for it maketh the Prieſt that ſaith Maſs, Godsfellow, 
and better than Chriſt; for the Offerer is always bet- 
ter or equivalent to the Thing offered. It therefore 
the Prieſt take upon him there to offer up Chriſt ( as 
they boldly affirm they do) then muſt he needs be 
equal with Chriſt, O that they would ſhew but one 
jot of Scripture of God calling them to this Dignity, 
or of their Authority to offer up Chriſt tor the Quick 
and Dead ; and to apply the benefit and vertueof 
his Death and Paſſion to whom they will. Surely, if 
this were true (asit is moſt falſe and blaſphemous, 
. prate they at their pleaſure to the my then it 
made no matter at all, whether Chriſt were our Friend 
or no; for he can apply us Chriſts Merits by his Mab 


if he will, and when he will; and therefore as 
ittle 
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little to care for Chriſts Friendſhip. They can make 


him when they will, and where they. will. Lo here he 
is, there he is, ſay they, but believe them not, ſairh 
Chriſt ; Believe them not, believe them nor, ſaith 
he, For in his Humane Nature and Body, which 
was made of the ſubſtance of the Virgins Body, and 
not of Bread; in this Body, I ſay, he is, and fitteth 
on the right hand of God the Father Almighty in Hea- 
ven; from whence, and not from the Pix,he ſhall come 
to j:dge both the Quick and Dead. In the mean 
ſeaſon, Heaven , ſaith St. Peter, muſt recetvp him : 
And, as Paul faith, He prayeth for ur, and now i not 
ſeen elſewhere, or otherwiſe ſeen then by faith there, until 
he ſhall be ſeen as he 1s to the Salvation of them that 
look for hu coming ; which, I truſt be not long to. For 
if the day of the Lord drew near in the Apoſtles time, 


. which is now above fifteen hundred years paſt, it can- 


not be, I rruſt, long hence now. -1I truſt our Re- 
deemer his coming is at hand: I truſt then theſe 
Maſs-layers, and Seers ſhall ſhalke, and cry to the 
Hills, Hide us from the fierce wrath of the Lamb, if 
they repent not in time. Then will neither Gold 
nor Good ; Friendſhip nor Fellowſhip ; Lordſhip nor 
Authority; Power nor Pleaſure; Unity nor Anti- 
quity ; Cuſtom nor Councel ; Doctors Decrees, nor 
any Mans Deviſe ſerve : The word which the Lord 
hath ſpoken that day ſhall judge ; the word, 1 ſay, 


- of God, that day ſhall judge. And what ſaith it of 


Idolatry and Idolaters? Saith it not, Flee from it 2 
And farther, That they ſhall be damned ? O terrible 
Sentence to all Maſs-mongers, and Worſhippers of 
Things made with the Hands of Bakers, Carpen- 
ters, &c. This Word of God knoweth no more Obla«- 
tions or Sacrifices for Sin, but one only, which Chriſt 
himſelf offer'd, never more to be re-offer'd ; but in 


Remembrance hereof, his Supper to be eaten Sacra- 
men- 
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mentally and Spiritually according to Chriſts Inſti- 
tation ; which 1s ſo perverted now, that there 1s no- 
thing remaining in it ſimply according to the 
Fudge, I mean the Word of God. It were good-for 
Men to agree with their Adverlary, the Word of God, 
now while they be in the way with it ; leſt, if they 
linger, it will deliver them to the Judge, Chriſt, who 
will commend theſe Men to the Jaylor, and ſo they 
ſha!l -be caſt into Priſon, and never come out thence 
till they have paid the uttermoſt farthing ; that is 
never. - My dearly beloved therefore mark the Word, 
hearken to the Word : It alloweth no Maſling, no 
ſuch Sacrificing, nor Worſhipping of Chriſt with 
Tapers, Candles, Copes, Cannabies, &c, -It alloweth 
no Latin Service, no Image in the Temples, no Pray- 
ing to Saints dead, no Praying for the Dead. It al- 
loweth no ſuch Diſlimulacions as a great many uſe 
now outwardly. Tf any Man withdraw himſelf, my 
Soul, faith the Holy Ghoſt, ſhall have no pleafure mm 
him. Tt alloweth not the Love of this World, which 
maketh Men to do many times againſt their Con- 
ſciences ; For. in: them that love the World, the love 
of God abideth not.- It alloweth not Gatherers elſe- 
where than with Chriſt; but ſaith they ſcatter abroad, 
It alloweth no Lukewarm Gentlemen, but if God 
be God, then follow him ; if Baal, and a piece of 
Bread be God, then follow it. It alloweth not Faith 
in the Heart that hath not Confeſſion in the Mouth: 

It alloweth no Diſciples that will aot deny themſelves; 
that will not take np their Croſs and follow Chriſt, It 

alloweth not the ſeeking of our ſelves, of our own 

Eaſe and Commodity : It alloweth not the more part, . 

but the better part : It alloweth not Unity, except it 

be in Verity : It alloweth not obedience to any,which 
cannot be done with obedience to God: It _ 
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eth no Church which is not the Spouſe of Chriſt, and 
bearkeneth to his Voice only : Ir alloweth no Doctor 
that ſpeaketh againſt it: It alloweth no General 
Council that followeth not it in all things: ---Ic al- 
loweth no Angel, much leſs then Man, that ſhould 
teach any other thing than Aſo/es, the Prophets,Chriſt 
Jeſus and his Apoſtles have taught and letr us to look 
upon in the written Word-of God, the Holy Books.of 
the Bible ; but curſeth aJl that teach not only con- 
trary, but alſo any other Doctrine. It. ſaith they are 
Fools, unwiſe, proud, that will not conſent to the 
ſound Word and Doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; 
and it biddeth and commandeth us to flee from ſuch. 
Therefore obey his commandment, company. note 
with them, ſpecially in their Church-Service, but flee 
from.them. For in what thing conſent they to Chriſts 
Doctrine 2 He biddeth us pray in a Tongue to edity;; 
they command contrary : He biddeth us call upon 
his Father in his Name when we pray; they bid us 
run to Mary, Peter, &c. He biddeth us uſe his Supper: 
in the Remembrance- of his Death and Paſſion, 
preachng it out till he come, whereby he doth us to 
vit that Corporally he is not there in_the form of 
bread; therefore, ſaith Paul, T:!! hecome. He willeth. 
us to eat of that. Pread, calling it Bread after Conſe- 
ation ; and drink of that Cup, All, making no ex- 
ception, ſo that we do it worthily, that is, as the Sa-. 
mament of his Body and Blood broken and ſhed tor- 
our Sins, and not as the Body it ſelf, and Blood it 
elt without Bread and Wine, but as the Sacrament 
of his Body and Blood, whereby he. doth repreſent, 
nd unto our Faith give and obfign unto us. himſelf 
tholly, with all the Merits and Glory of his Body and 
blood. But they forbid utterly the ule of the Supper: 
o all but to their Shavelings, except it be once = 
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the, year, and then alſo the Cup they take from us; 
They never preach forth the Lords Leath but in 
Mocks and Modes. They take away all the Sacra- 
ment by their Tranſubſtantiation, for they take 
away the Element, and ſo the Sacrament, To be 
ſhort, they moſt horribly abuſe this holy Ordinance 
of the Lord by Adoration, Reſervation, Oblation, 
Oftentation, to drive away Spirits, to drive away 
Tempeſts, &c, in nothing they are contented with the 
fimplicity of Gods Word. They add to, and take 
from at their pleaſure; and therefore the plaguesof 
God will tall upon them at the length, ad upon all 
that will take their part. They ſeek not Chriſt and 
bis Glory, for you ſee they have utterly caſt away his 
Word, aad therefore, ( as the Prophet ſaith) There 
is no wiſdom in them. They tollow the Strumpet- 
Church, and Bawdy Spoulſe of Antichriſt, which 
they call the Catholick Church, whoſe Foundations 
and Pillars is the Devil, and his Daughter the Maſs, 

with "Children, the Pope and his Prelates, Their 

Laws are Craft and'Cruelty ; their Weapons are Lying 

and Murder; their End and Study is their own Glory, 

Fame, Wealth, Reſt, and Pofleffions. For it a'Man 

ſpeak or do nothing againſt them, tho' he be a Sode- 

mite, an Adulterer, an Uſurer, &c. it forceth not, 

he ſhall be quiet enough, no Man ſhall trouble him; 

but if a Man ſpeak any thing to Gods Glory, which 

cannot ſtand without the overthrow of Mans Glory, 
then ſhall he be diſquieted, impriſon'd, and troubled, 


" Except he will play Mume, and put his Finger up 


his Mouth, although the ſame be a moſt quiet and 
godly Man. So that eafily a Man may ſee how that 
they be Antichriſts Church, and ſworn Soldiers f0 
the Pope and his Spouſe, and not to Chriſt and by 
Church ; for then would they not caſt away 69G 


Word, 
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Word, and be no more Adverſaries to his Glory, 
which c.icfly coaſiſteth in obedience to his Word. 
Th-retore, my dear Brethren in the Lord, ſeem nor 


to allow this or aay part of the pelt of this Romiſh 


Church aud Synagogue of Satan. Halt not on both 
Kaecs, for haliti::g will bring you our of the way ; but 
like valiant Champions of the Lord conf:!s, conteſs 
with your Mouth: as occahon ſerveth, and as vocation 
requireth, the hope and Faith you have and feel in 
your hearts, 

But you will ſay, That ſo to do is perilous, you 
ſhall! by that meaus loſe your Liberc\, your Lands, 
your Goods, your Friends, your Name, your Lite, 
&c, and lo ſhall your Children be lefc in miſerable 


. fate, &. To this I an:wer, my good Brethren, That 


you- have profeſſed in Baptiſm ro fighr under the. 
Standard of your Captain Chriſt, aud will you now 
for perils ſake leave the Lord ? You made a ſolemn 
Vow that you would forlake the World, and will you 


be forſworn, and run to embrace it "2Ae% wore 
and promiſed to leave all and foYow Chriſt and will 
you now leave him for your Father, your Mother, 
your Children, your Lands, your Lite, &c. He that 
hateth not theſe, ſaith Chriſt, 5 not worthy of me. He 
that forſaketh not theſe, and himſelf allo, and there- 
to taketh not up his Croſs and follow me, the ſame 
ſhall be none of my Diſciples, ſaith Chriſt : Therefore, 
either bid Chriſt adieu, be torſworn, and run to the 
Devil quick, or elſe ſay as a Chriſtian ſhould ſay---

This is Sram, it nfter with Chriſt, we ſhall reign 
with him; if we will confeſs him, he will confeſs us, 
and that before his Father in Heaven, and all his Au- 
gels and Saints, ſaying -- Come ye bleſſed of my Father, 
poſſeſs the Kingdom prepared for you from the beginning. 
There ſhall be joy, mirth, pleaſure, paſtime, {olace, 
melody, and all kind of beatitude and fteliciry, ſuch 
as the Eye hath not ſeen, the tar hath not heard, nor 
the Heart of Maa is able in any point to conceive it as 
it is. In reſpect of this, and of the joy let before us, 
ſhould we not run our race, though it be ſomewhat 
rough > Did not Me/es fo, the Prophets ſo, Chriſt fo, 
the Apoſtles ſo, the Martyrs ſo, and the Confeflors 10?

| the Hebrews, and the ſeventh Chapter of the ſecond 
of Macchabees, aud let us go the ſame way ; that is, 
by many ' Tribulations let us labour roenter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven, for all that will live godly in 
Chrilt Jeſus mult ſuffer perſecution. Think therefore 
the Croſs, if it come tor Confeſlion of Chriſt, no 
ſtrange thing to Gods Children, but rather take it as 
the Lords Medicine, by the which he helpeth our In- 
firmities, and fetteth forth his Glory. Our Sins 
have deſerv'd croſs upon croſs ; Now if he give us his 
Croſs to ſuffer ' for his Truth and Confeſling him, as 
he doth by it bury our Sins, ſo doth he glorifie us, ma- 
king us like to Chriſt here, that we may be like unto 
him elſewhere. For if we be partakers of the Affi- 
ions, we ſhall be partakers of the Conſolations ; it 
\ webelike in Ignomy, we ſhall be like in Glory. Great 


cauſe we have to give thanks to God for lending us , 
Liberty, Lands, Wite, Children, by , Trarhggpng 7 
that we ſhall be guilty of Ingratituds8, it hethalfTome 


and take the ſame away, except we be chearful and 
content, And God hath given, and God hath taken 
away, faith Fob; as it pleaſeth the Lord 0 be it done.

.s ſo good that he helpeth the young Ravens before 


they can fly, and feedeth them when that their na

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/havemoſtunkindly left them : and trow you that God 
' which is the God of Widows and Fatherleſs Childreg, 
that he will not eſpecially have a care for the Babes gf 
his dear Saints which dye, or loſe any thing for Con- 
bs ſcience 'to him. O'my dearly beloved | therefore 
Eg = ook up With the Eyes of Faith 1 Conſider not thing 
&-_ ,  .» preſent, but rather things to come ; be content noy 
| to go whither-God ſhall gird and lead us; let us noy 
caſt ourſelves wholly into Iris Hands, wich our Wives, 
Children, and all that ever we have beſides ; let usbe 
ſure the Hairs of our Heads are numbered, ſo that one 
Hair ſhall not periſh without the good will of our dear 
Father, who hath commanded his Angels to pitch 
their tents about us, and in their hands ro take aud 
 hold-us up that we ſhall not hurt as much as our toot 
_ againſt a flane: | Let us uſe earneſt Prayers; let us 
heartily -repent;"Jer us hearken diligently to Gods 
Wogd;; tet us *kegp our ſelves pure from all Unclean- 
a Sor. &t Sond Body ; let us fly from all Evi, 
bs rage of Evil ; 'let us be diligent inour 
oing good to all Men, ſpeciallyto 
old of Faith ; legrus live in peace 
as in us heth-Z and the Lord of 
Peace give us his Peace, and that for evermore, 
Amen.
